Seven Keys to Better Soil Named; 


Nature Proves to Be the Best Teacher 


By W illiam R. Elder,

W hat is conservation to you 
folks in the 
Upper W est Fork 
Boil Conservation D istrict? Is it 
terracing or cover crops or im ­ 
proved pasture or range? Is it 
a way of farm ing or just 
the 
carrying out of certain practic­ 
es? To these questions there are 
as may answers as people ques­ 
tioned. 
Conservation, to be worthy of 
the name, must do two things 
F^rst, it must 
control 
erosion. 
Second, it m ust mainain and im ­ 
prove production. 
Conservation 
farm ing, supposed!/ 
a 
rath er 
new way of farm ing, has those 
two aims. 
B ut N ature did these things 
long before we had any record 
of man on the earth. Starting 
w ith bare rock N ature develop­ 
ed the deep soils Ave know and 
increased production 
on 
those 
soils until she produced the big­ 
gest tree or grass th at the iain- 
fall would support. 
N ature, to do this job, used 
certain key principles to build 
and protect what she built. Man 
has long tried to deny N ature 
and her rules. Dust bowls, w ash­ 
ed away fields, and even deserts 
m ark the results of the battles 
with N ature. It was no 
single 
short conservation program th at 
N ature used. L et’s look at her 
principles and see how many are 
working for you on your land. 
COVER: Cover, living or dead, 
made up of grass, weeds, leaves, 
or anything she grew was Na­ 
tu re ’s 
first 
line 
of 
defense 
against erosion. That cover pro­ 
tected the soil against 
beating 
rain, the needed but destruc­ 
tive raindrops. 
An inch of rain falling on an 
acre has a force equal to a 6 
ton truck going 60 miles 
per 
hour hitting a brick wall. T hat 
force crusts the soil and bounces 
loose 
the 
soil 
particles— the 
first step in erosion. Cover is 
the cushion for the raindrop. 
■Cover likewise cools the 135 
degrees bare ground 
tem pera­ 
tures of m idsum m er to the cool 
nineties, thus saving lots of wa­ 
ter and protecting the workers 
of the soil, the earthw orm s, bac­ 
teria, fungi and molds from be­ 


ing 
destroyed. 
N ature 
never 
turned the cover under. 
ORGANIC MATTER: A cov­ 
er decays, being eaten by the 
soil organism s, th e all im p o rt-' 
ant hum us is form ed in the soil. 
Humus holds water, helps pro­ 
vide fertility to the plants, and 
builds good soil structure. Every 
pound of cover eaten by ani­ 
mals, baled or harvested, is one 
th at does nothing for the soil. 
The organic m atter a cow eats 
can’t improve the soil and give 
an increased 
cotton 
or 
corn 
yield. N ature gave her soils a 
fresh supply of organic m atter 
each year. 
FERTILITY: 
N ature 
made 
all the fertility available 
she 
could and then put a plant to 
fit on the land. Man has an ad­ 
vantage In that he can add fer­ 
tility and thus grow more cover 
and add more organic m atter. 
The cash crop gives the payoff 
in yield. F ertility could 
lim it 
N ature— does it lim it you? 
GOOD SOIL 
STRUCTURE: 
N ature built good structure in 
the soil 
with 
strong 
rooted 
plants, plenty of organism s, pro­ 
tection from* beating rain 
and 
packing tillage. H er soils were 
like sponges so that a lot of 
w ater 
could 
be 
caught 
and 
stored. 
M anagement for good struc­ 
ture involes N atures’s pinciples 
with added care in 
preventing 
wet 
grazing. 
Good 
structure 
m eans a, 2 inch rain caught and 
held on the soil. Poor structure 
means 1/4 inch caught and 
and 3/4 inches of dirty w ater 
down the creek. 
MINIMUM 
TILLAGE: 
N a ­ 
tu re ’s only plows 
were 
plant 
roots and and earthw orm s. Man 
m ust plant the crop and control 
weeds. Tillage over these m ini­ 
mums simply ^o st money. 
As 
good soil stru ctu re is built till­ 
age can be reduced to the bare 
minimum. 
RIGHT LAND USE: 
N ature 
had no wrong land use. For ev­ 
ery condition she had a plant, a 
cover and a partnership of plant 
soil and organism to insure pro­ 
tection and maximum 
produc­ 
tion. But Man. even with Na­ 
tu re ’s principles, can’t grow row 
crops on all kinds of land. Pro-

We have with us today (in 
this week’s Bible study) a man 
who like that famed dream-image 
was part iron, part clay. He had 
his strong points and his weak 
ones, and he finally toppled. 


He Loved the Soil 
This man was King Uzziah, one 
of the better kings of Judah. He 
was a strong king in many ways. 
It is true, he was king over a 
very small territory as we see it 
today. 
Dr. 
Stapp’s 
rocket - sled 
could cover it end to end in about 
20 seconds. It is said by his biog­ 
rapher that his fame extended to 
the border of Egypt . . . not over 
200 miles at most. However, while 
his kingdom was a tiny one as 
countries go today, the beauty of 
tile Old Testament is that we have 
something like very large-scale 
maps of small areas, blown up 
so we can see the detail. This 
King Uzziah succeeded in resist­ 
ing ruinous invasion by the ever- 
greedy ruthless countries around 
him. He strengthened the national 
. defense; he reorganized the army; 
he 
introduced 
(then) 
modern 
equipment for his armed forces. 
He conserved the country’s small 
water-supply. He developed farm­ 
ing, both stock-raising and agr!- j 
culture. He “loved the soil” (II 
Chr. 26:10.) Best of all, he made 
a serious effort (“he set himself” 


as his biographer says) to keep 
God’s laws. He listened to the 
; prophet Zechariah, he was willing 
to be “instructed in the fear of 
God.” Altogether, for a large part 
of his life, he gave the country 
a wise and strong administration J 


J because he was himself wise and 
I strong. 


He Grew Proud 
Nevertheless he finally tumbled 
down. His clay underpinning at 
last gave way. The inspired biog­ 
rapher puts his finger on the 
weakness and names it: “He grew : 
proud”—and 
adds, 
“to his de­ 
struction.” 
Proud 
men do 
not I 
think of their pride as a weak­ 
ness, they consider that strength 
and pride go together. So they 
often do, 
only the pride tears 
down the strength. What happened 
to Uzziah has happened to many 
a dictator since. He thought he 
could do as he pleased. He scoffed 
at the laws he had once supported. 
He came to think of himself as 
a human exception to God’s law. 
He declined to take advice. He 
no longer would listen to men of 
God. It is this ballooning conceit, 
this unwillingness to listen to any 
one, this feeling oneself Destiny’s 
child, that trapped Julius Caesar 
and Pontius Pilate and Napoleon 
and Hitler and many another ty­ 
rant in history. Pride is always 
a weakness. It blinds the proud 
man to his own defects, it blinds 
him to the wisdom of others. It 
turns him from a good strong 
man into a little tin god, from 
something genuine into something 
“phony.” It isn’t only kings of 
old and dictators of today, it isn’t 
only the famed in history, it can 
happen to obscure people too. 


He Was False to the Lord 
Ih e most serious charge brought 
against Uzziah is that he was 
“false to the Lord” (II Chr. 26: 
16). To put what he did into mod­ 
ern terms, this king-dictator, who I 
had run everything else success- j 
fully, at last tried to run the | 
church. The priests took their 
orders, 
as 
they 
understood 
it, 
from God; thip brash Uzziah said, 
in effect, “Now never mind what 
God has ordered, from now on 
you will listen to ME.” To put it 
into modern terms again Uzziah 
wanted to put the Church under 
the direct control of the State. 
Against this, the high priest of 
that day protested, and religious 
persons will still protest. It may 
be true that from the standpoint 
of pure efficiency most churches 
are not too well run; it is true 
that with government foice back 
of them churches could get more 
members—of a sort.
